Now it is impossible to know how 
much wastage in Ontario industry is 
caused by sickness, because there is 
as yet little health supervision and 
few adequate records of lost time, But 
such data as exists shows that in On- | 
tarlo lost time from sickness amounts | 
to at least double lost time from ac- 
cidents. 

As regards disease traceable to a 
man’s occupation, the records of the 
Division coyer 472 cases followed up, 
during the last 4 years. The rate for | 
lead poisoning in Ontario in 1925 is 
higher than that which was consider- 
ed alarming in England 25 years ago. | 
This alone shows the need for a 6ys- 
itematic and rigorous attempt to guard 
the health of our workers. As a basis 
for this, a few cardinal facts need to 
be grasped: 

There is a close connection be- 
tween the health of the worker and 
the economic prosperity of tho coun- 
try. 

A worker's health js inevitably af- 
fected by his working conditions. 

Many diseases among workers can 
be traced to risks, such as polson, 
dust, etc., associated with their occu- 
pation. 

On all points of industrial health; in- 
formation can be obtained, both by em- 
ployers and employees, from the De- 
partment of Health of Ontario, Spa-

Marketing the Potato Crop, 

The potato grower should cater to 
the wishes of the most particular and 
exacting customers. He should furn- 
ish a choice product in a most at- 
tractive form and should carefully 
study the demands of the market he 
wishes fo serve. For the best prices 
the potatoes should be uniform, 
sound, smooth and of good table qual- 
ity, whether selected by the pound, 
the basket, the bushel, the Dag, the 
barrel or the car load, The com- 
mercial potato grower should not be 
confined to the local market, but 
should be in a position to put his 
potatoes on the best market avatl- 
uble, either through his own efforts 
or through the medium of @ co-opera- 
tive association, It sometimes occurs 
that ot the price paid by the con- 
sumer for a Wushel of potatoes about 
wo-thirds are required to defray the 
‘ost of tranyportation and of distri- 
yution, and one-third is left for the 
crower, This is not as it should be.
